In a way 
this is equivalent to a price cut 
and the public has eagerly re- 
sponded to the bait as has been 
demonstrated by the pickup in 
the market noticeable with those 
companies which have taken this 
step.

Supplementing this bank, 
there has been considerable new 
business developed, Nash shipped 
6,000 units in May and they tell 
me at Kenosha that it looks as if 
June is going to equal this mark.

Detroit, June 5.— Despite the 
terrific heat which is sweeping 
the country, it is reported that 
hundreds of thousands of people 
are attending the 60 national 
exhibits of General Motors prod- 
ucts in as many cities and sales 
of cars, trucks and household ap- 
pliances are far ahead of the 
figures for the first three days of 
1932 when the first exhibit of this 
kind was staged by General 
Motors.

NACC Heads Point Out

Washington, June 5.— Their 
continued opposition to the Wag- 
ner Labor Board bill was voiced 
by leaders of the automobile in- 
dustry in an _ audience with 
President Roosevelt here today.

Registrations 
For May Show 
Possible 255,000 


Detroit, June 5.—First passen- 
ger car registration returns for 
May, representing Delaware, 
North Dakota and Wisconsin, 
indicate that the total for May 
will in all likelihood range up- 
ward from 255,000 units. The to- 
tal registration for May, 1933, was 
160,242. 

Registrations in the three 
states that already have been re- 
ported for May show 6,315 this 
year compared to 3,955 a year ago. 

The 3,955 total recorded in these 
three states a year ago repre- 
sented 2.4 per cent of the entire 
market. If the same ratio holds 
good this year, or if the remain- 
ing states to be heard from can 
show an equally great improve- 
ment over the 1933 totals, the 
more-than-quarter-million predic- 
tion for the month will easily be 
attained. 

Total registrations for April 
were 222,900 units. There has 
been no small amount of talk 
throughout the industry that May 
is slated to prove the banner 
month for the year, and if the 
above figures hold up, such will 
very likely be the case

Summer Sales 


| Dh engl returns for April 
for passenger car registrations 
showed that month to be main- 
taining the climb that was first 
felt several months ago. A pre- 
diction on May registrations sets 
this month at upwards of 255,000 
cars. 

That registrations are mount- 
ing at this time of the year is to 
be expected, and that they will 
drop later also is in the books. 

The total of 222,900 units 
marked up for April is more than 
100,000 units better than the rec- 
ord of April, 1933, and an increase 
of 85.79 per cent over the figures 
of that month. 

Nobody expects that this same 
high wave of buying is going to 
be carried on into the summer in 
the same degree that it is being 
felt now. It wouldn’t be seasonal. 
But the dealer who looks at his 
calendar and says: “Well, sum- 
mer is here and cars never did 
sell very good at this time of the 
year,” is going to realize next 
summer. The dealer who forgets 
Fall that cars can be sold in the 
to look at his calendar simply be- 
cause the hot weather is arriving 
is the man who is going to have 
those sales recorded on his books. 


NACC Points Finger at 


Extra Freight Charges 


New York, June 5.—In a bulle- 
tin to its members, the National 
Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce calls attention to a pro- 
posed report by W. P. Bartel, di- 
rector of service, declaring that 
a charge should be made for per- 
formance of service beyond de- 
livery or receipt of carload 
freight on intrechange tracks, or 
the service required in team 
track delivery. Not only have 
the railroads been receiving and 
delivering direct from _ factory 
sidings at the line haul rate, the 
bulletin states, but they have 
been making allowances to in- 
dustries that perform the spot- 
ting service between the factory 
siding and the interchange 
tracks. Such allowances would 
be declared unlawful if the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission ap- 
proves the report.

Columbus, O., June 5 (UTPS). 
—New commercial car registra- 
tions for the first quarter of 1934 
show a gain of approximately 
200% in Ohio over the figures re- 
corded in the same period a year 
ago. New truck registrations for 
the entire country during the first 
quarter of 1934 were 159% more 
than the 1933 total for the same 
period. During the first three 
months of the present year 81,- 
273 new trucks were registered 
against 31,350 during 1933, offic- 
ial figures of the automotive in- 
dustry show.

Installations Not 


Emergencies, Ruling 


Washington, June 5.— Despite 
the fact that it may mean suspen- 
sion of all production activities, 
installation of new machinery and 
tool equipment in automotive and 
other manufacturing plants may 
not be classified as emergency 
work. Such is the ruling of the 
NRA. It means that workers em- 
ployed on machine and tool in- 
stallation tasks will not be al- 
lowed to work in excess of code 
hours. 

An exception to the effects of 
this ruling, however, is to be 
found in connection with work 
designed to repair existing equip- 
ment in event of break-downs. 
It is classed as “emergency” and 
workers so engaged may remain 
on the job longer than specified 
code hours. 


Drought May Close 
Many Filling Stations 

Chicago, June 5.——Due to the 
havoc wrought by the unprece- 
dented drought, with its crippling 
of purchasing power among 
farmers, consideration is being 
given by several large oil com- 
panies to close a number of their 
filling stations in the area affec- 
ted. The continued non-use of 
farm tractors because of the 
drought conditions has been a 
factor in making the companies 
consider such a plan. 

Instead of following the lead 
of the big companies in the mat- 
ter of price increases and de- 
creases for gasoline, the so-called 
independents took the initiative 
several days ago by announcing 
an advance in prices of two to 
two and one-half cents a gallon. 
The increase, which went into 
effect yesterday, was also 
adopted by the major companies. 
It brings the low-grade gasoline 
to 16.8 cents a gallon and the 
regular brand to 18.3 cents, in- 
cluding state and federal taxes. 


May Reo Shipments 
Reach 2,517 Units 


Lansing, June 5.—Shipments of 
Reo passenger and commercial 
cars during May amounted to 
2,517 units, nearly three times as 
great as the May figure for 1933, 
according to a company an- 
nouncement. Truck shipments to 
June 1, this year, exceeded the 
record for all of 1933. 

Orders on hand indicate a con- 
tinuance of both passenger and 
commercial car unit shipments, 
officials state.

Cook County’s 
May Sales Gain 


22% Over 1933 





Chicago, June 5.—Final tabula- 
tions of new car registrations in 
Cook county for May show a 
slight downward trend as com- 
pared with April, but a 22 per 
cent gain over May, 1933. 

Registrations last month to- 
talled 6,292 units as against 7,701 
in April, an abnormally good 
month, and 5,143 in May of last 
year. 

In the lead by a comfortable 
margin was Ford with 1,891, a 
slight gain over April and more 
than double the total of May a 
year ago. Chevrolet again was 
in second place with 1,189, Plym- 
outh in third with 884, Dodge in 
fourth with 462, Oldsmobile in 
fifth with 450, Pontiac in sixth 
with 350, Buick in seventh with 
258, and Studebaker and Terra- 
plane tied for eighth with 111. 

The most sensational gain 
among all makes in May over 
April was scored by Auburn, with 
57 against 7. Others to show in- 
creases over April were Nash, 99 
against 64; De Soto, 68 against 
53; Cadillac, 42 against 29; La- 
Fayette, 28 against 8; Hupmobile, 
25 against 20; Reo, 23 against 8, 
and Franklin, 4 against 2. 


NRA Code Embraces 
Towns Under 2500 


Washington, June 5.—Members 
of the motor vehicle retailing 
trade operating in towns of less 
than 2,500 are not exempt from 
provisions of their codes under 
the President’s executive order of 
October 23, 1934, as amended May 
15, 1934, according to a ruling 
yesterday by Gen. Hugh S. John- 
son, recovery administrator. He 
said: 

“It is ruled, therefore, that em- 
ployers engaged in the motor 
vehicle retailing trade and bound 
by all the provisions of the code 
of fair competition for the motor 
vehicle retailing trade regardless 
of the size of the town in which 
their place of business is lo- 
cated.” 


Stamford Exhibit

U. S. Rubber Exports 


47 Per Cent Over ’33 


Washington, June 5.— Rubber 
products exported from the 
United States during the first 
four months of the current year 
attained a value 47 per cent in 
excess of the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1933 and 10 per cent 
higher than that recorded in the 
corresponding 1932 period, ac- 
cording to figures compiled in the 
U. S. Department of Commerce. 

Total shipments of rubber 
products during the January- 
April period amounted to $6,276,- 
898, compared with $4,692,032 and 
$6,881,292, respectively, in the cor- 
responding periods of the two 
preceding years. All classes of 
rubber manufactures participated 
in the increased export trade 
during the first four months of 
1934 as compared with the same 
months of 1933. 


Canadian Exports 
Fall Off in April 

Washington, June 5.— Exports 
of motor vehicles and parts from 
Canada during April had a total 
value of $1,692,613, compared with 
$2,197,044 in March and $552,026 
in April, 1933, according to the 
automotive division, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce. Of these 
totals, parts represented $232,567 
in April 1934, $190,723 in March 
1934, and $39,322 in April 1933. 

Shipments of passenger cars 
declined by 29.5 per cent from 
4,161 units in March to 2,930 in 
April. April exports were divided 
into the following classifications: 
2,422 units valued at $500 or less, 
382 units valued at from $500 to 
$1,000 and 126 units over $1,000. 
Truck shipments in April which 
increased by 34 per cent, included 
the following capacities: 349 units 
of one ton or less capacity and 
671 units of over one ton ca- 
pacity.

Oshawa, Ont., June 5.—The pe- 
riod of recovery in the motor car 
industry is now, apparently, well 
advanced. Entering the final 
month of the first half-year, pro- 
duction at the plant of General 
Motors of Canada, Ltd., has al- 
ready far surpassed the total for 
the year 1933, and is still proceed- 
ing at the most active rate in 
years. 

The total output of last year 
was passed several days ago, it 
is stated, and the margin over 
the whole of 1933 is now 5,000 
cars, Current shipments are 
heavier than at any period dur- 
ing the past several years. Indi- 
cating the rate at which deliv- 
eries are being made, factory 
shipments during one week re- 
cently were 1,944 cars and trucks, 
compared with 726 for the same 
week last year. 

The figures reveal a decided 
upturn in commercial business, 
the total truck production 
through May this year being ap- 
proximately twice as great as in 
the same period last year. 

Factory schedules for June 
show little sign of diminishing. 
Plans call for production of 
about 7,000 units for domestic 
and export delivery. 








Studebaker Exports 
Hit 5-Year Record 


South Bend, Ind., June 5.— 
Studebaker exports in May 
reached the highest total for any 
month since May, 1929, to set a 
new five-year record, it was an- 
nounced here today by Arvid L. 
Frank, vice-president and gen- 
eral manager of the Studebaker 
Pierce-Arrow Export Corp. 

Sales for five months by all 
divisions of the Studebaker ex- 
port group exceed the total for 
each of the entire years of 1931 
and 1932. The company’s busi- 
ness to date represents 92 per 
cent of the total 1933 volume, it 
was said. 


Taxes Up a Million 


Atlanta, Ga., June 5.— Comp- 
troller. General W. B. Harrison 
reports that collections on gaso- 
line and kerosene tax in Georgia 
for the first five months of 1934 
are approximately a million dol- 
lars greater than for the same 
period in 1933. 





Canadian Financing 


Increases 97 Per Cent 


Montreal, June 5.— The total 
number of automobiles, trucks 
and buses financed in the domin- 
ion was 8481 in April, 5151 in 
March and 5544 in April, 1933, 
and the amount of financing was 
$3,490,236 in April, $2,129,537 in 
March and $2,064,764 in April, 
1933. The increase over a year 
ago in number was 79 per cent 
and in financing 97 per cent, ac- 
cording to a report issued today 
by Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 

New vehicles financed num- 
bered 3110 in April, 1768 in March 
and 1732 in April, 1933; while 
used vehicles numbered 5371 in 
April, 3383 in March and 3182 in 
April, 1933. 


The amount of financing for 
new vehicles was $2,101,501 in 
April, $1,214,051 in March, and 


$1,065,995 in April, 1933; and the 
total for used vehicles was $1,- 
388,755 in April, $915,486 in March 
and $998,769 in April, 1933. 





Hupp Shipments Rise 
24% Over April Mark 

Detroit, June 5.—Shipments of 
Hupmobiles for May showed an 
increase of 24 per cent over 
April, according to Rufus S. Cole, 
vice-president of the Hupp Motor 
Car Corp. 

“We must go back as far as 
April 1932 to find shipments as 
high in any one month,” stated 
Cole in announcing this increase. 
“With shipments and_ unfilled 
orders on hand, we already have 
66 per cent of our total shipments 
for 1933. Export shipments for 
the first five months of 1934 com- 
pared with the corresponding 
period of 1933 show an increase 
of 82 per cent and considering 
export shipments and _ unfilled 
orders now on hand, our ship- 
ments already amount to 16 per 
cent more volume than for the 
entire year of 1933. 


Truck Code Ruling 


Lincoln, Neb., June 5.— The 
Nebraska state labor commis- 
sioner has ruled that drivers and 
operators of trucks used for com- 
mercial purposes are on duty and 
under the compensation law while 
sleeping in bunks which their 
employers build near oil tanks in 
transit over roads and also that 
employers who do not relieve 
their drivers of duty after 12 
hours of service are violating the 
law passed by the last Nebraska 
legislature which prohibits more 
than 12 hours on duty after 12 
hours work.
